Tha imporiuaca of this case rcndera a 
fuller report of Iho proceedings Ihnn we 
furoishcd yoBlerday eneouliully necessary 
in order thai the lacia mny bo fully under- 
Blond by thoso of our citizena wIjo liavo not 
beforo becQ made acquaiutcd wilb thera : 

Tbe supposed evidenao of ratiGcatiua of 
the conttaot between Titus aod tbe Corpor- 
ation was oonsidered b; tbe J udga to ba 
insnfRoleDt, among olber groaodsi as not being 
under the corporate seal ; and to huvu bold 
t sufRcient woald obviously have buen to 
DQthurize an evasion of the 23th olause of tlio 
Corporutioa Act, which diricts " that the 
Oouucil Hbull enter into all contracts under 
the Bamo (i. o., the corporulo) seal, which 
eball bo ufiixod ou all coutnic'e by virtue of 
an order of tlio Council." U wa3 furtber ob- 
jecicd, nnd tlio Jud;jo tbonsbl the objection 
sound, that llio contract wa3 originally in- 
Talid as not having the corporate, soal af- 
iBxed to it, or any order made by the Coaocil 
for that purpose, as required by this seotion. 

There was tbe further defect that the oon> 
tract was entered into by Mr Harris, tho 
Mayor, on bebalf o( tha Oounoil, int^tcad oi 
boing mada by tho Oounoil, as this ecction 
pliiintyrcquires. The ngreemont further spe- 
cified that Titus sbculd be paid purauant to

to do so, as there wad no ovldenco to go to tho 
jury. 

AuJrura, Zi Lnw 
Jouraul Exchequer, p. 2i>1 — "Wliero nt the 
close of tho plaiutiU'a case at yUi J'riui the 
Jud(;fl rules that tbore is no evidence to go to 
the jury, the plainiifTi counsel is not entitled 
to sum np under the 17 and 18 Victoria, c. 125, 
sect. 18," decided by three Judges against one 
(Baron Piatt). Baron Parko there remarks, 
"If at tho end of tbe plaintiff's case the Judge 
considers that there la no evidence for tha cou' 
sideratiou of the jury, the plaintiff m!\y be 
nonsuited.
